Tsinanfu, Shantung, China, 
June 8, 1923. 

To All our Dear Brothers and 
Sisters of the Church of God 
in America, and to those 
Seattered Abroad, Together 
with our Acquaintances and 
Friends—Greetings in Jesus’ 
Precious Name: 

I had hoped at this time to 
send in quite a lengthy spiritual 
report of the work, but as our 
darling little Deborah has been 
sick for about two weeks with 
awful Chinese boils, two large 
ones, I have been unable to get 
it written and now as a boat is 
leaving today for America, I feel 
I must send you dear ones a few 
lines. 


We love you each and every 
one so dearly and do appreciate 
more than we can tell you all 
your words of love and _ en- 
couragement which you send us 
from time to time. Truly God 
uses your letters to encourage 
our hearts when often the way 
seems so dark before us. May 
you continue to pray for us and 
uphold our feeble hands, for 
truly without Him we can do 
nothing. 


You are quite familiar with 
our experience of last winter, 
having to leave our field of labor 
and come down to Shanghai 
where we could all live together 
and cut out every possible ex- 
pense, so I will not rehearse any 
of that, except to say that that 
period was truly a_ threshing 
time to the work out here, or 
a weeding time I should say. We 
often said during that time that 
the Lord was preparing the 
Gideon band to go back to 
Shantung. So it was that only 
Mr. Rushin, Sister Yingst, my- 
self and the little children were 
the company to return, but Mr. 
Rushin could only remain a few 
days. Truly the Lord went be- 
fore us giving our enemies into 
our hands and giving us victory 
on every side, and as dear 
Brother Ma expressed it one day 
in regard to something which 
had been accomplished so easi- 
ly,—whereas formerly it was so 
hard,—that formerly it was so 
bitter and now it is sweet. 

Brother Lee, the former pas- 
tor of Tsianfu, felt that he and 
his family suffered so last win- 
ter when our finances were so 
low that he left us and went 
back to the Presbyterians. 
Brother Ma, with his dear faith- 
ful wife, is pastoring the work 
there. We have opened an- 
other mission in Tsinanfu and 
Brother Ma Tesi Kwan is in 
charge of that. Heis a very 
precious brother and has been in 
evangelistic work for several 
years and one of the fruits of 
Hsuei Pei. We rejoice that the 
work in Tsinan is prospering in 
the Lord and being enlarged, 
but the Hsuei Pei and Changli 
churches have no pastor at all. 
How long would a church hold 
together in America without a 
pastor? So how long do we ex- 
pect these two churches to hold 
together without a pastor out 
here where the darkness is so 
much greater than in America, 
as here Satan’s power seems 
rampant and unshaken? Some 
of the christians come in to visit 
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us from time to time and dear 
Brother Chu from Changli is 
teacher for the girl’s school. 


There ‘is a boy’s day school 
at Hsuei Pei and a very fine 
Christian teacher who teaches 
the Bible, too, and teaches the 
children to pray. It is very 
precious how God has worked 
among these little fellows and 
on the outside among’ the 
heathens. Many of them are 
shining lights for Jesus. Some 
of the members come together 
for worship on Sunday, but now 
they have no leader and some of 
them have backslidden. O I feel 
so distressed about it and they 
must be brought back into the 
fold, but, dear ones, lam _ only 
one person and Sister Yingst is 
also- one person, and we are 
women and with the little chil- 
dren, it is not easy »to go to 
church when twenty miles of the 
distance has to be covered in a 
wheelbarrow and about three 
hours on a dirty filthy train 
besides. We must have a car, 
a good old FORD like most 
of the Church of God 
preachers have at home, and 
then we can cover more space. 
But a car is no good to us with- 
out Brother Edwards and Broth- 
er Stargel and their wives. Some 
of us could be at all these places 
ALL the time, even from the 
very beginning, interpreting and 
helping TOGETHER on every 
line. 

As it is now we are held in 
Tsinanfu as the work there is at 
a stage where it cannot be left. 
Brother and Sister Ma have both 
developed consumption and just 
recently Brother Ma began spit- 
ting blood. We had a wonder- 
ful time praying for him and he 
is better, but must have the full 
deliverance. So, dear ones, take 
this matter upon your hearts at 
once to pray them free. They 
are weak in body and look to us 
continually for help and en- 
couragement. Brother Ma is 
quite leader ordinarily, but now 
that he is sick he seems to look 
to me to take the lead. I must 
give my little children careful at- 
tention during these hot days. 
My correspondence is heavy and 
there are many business matters 
connected with the work in 
general which naturally fall up- 
on me. I must have a visit with 
my husband who is more than 
six hundred miles away from 
Tsinanfu and needs some care 
and attention. We had hoped 
that on this visit to .Shanghai 
that we would be able to open 
up the work there for we must 
have people getting saved all 
the time over here everywhere, 
and churches dotted all along 
the line. O, glory, I get happy 
when I think about it! The 
devil has raged on every side, 
but do you know, dear ones, it 
has only worked for our good 
and has meant a great blessing 
to us spiritually. 


The Tsinan work has a 
number of new Christians who 
need daily instruction in the way 
and we have openéd-up a girl’s 
day school inthe mission and 
the Bible is also taught. them. 
Many of the women members 
‘are attending in order to learn 
to read so they can read their 
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_fmuch to be done. 





Bibles and say they want to go 
out and preach. The oppor- 
tunities are so many and so 
We did not 
intend to open up so much new 


work at this time when. our! 


workers are so scarce but it 
seems that the rapid growth of 
the work demands it and it has 
almost opened up itself, but that 
makes the need for new mission- 
aries all the greater to look after 
it as in China, more so than in 
America, we have to watch for 
the soul of every Christian as 
well as every department of the 
work. 


Well, I did not start out to say 
all this, but I believe the Holy 
Spirit has directed me to write 
you all this so you will see con- 
ditions just as they are and 
know better how to pray and 
work and the responsibility will 
be upon you now. I-wanted to 
tell you something of our recent 
meetings. 


When we arrived back in 
Tsinanfu we reopened the 
Women’s Meetings for every 
Wednesday afternoon at one 
o’clock (this is the best hour as 
they have breakfast about ten 
o’clock in the morning and din- 
ner about four in the afternoon). 
The attendance was good from 
the beginning, but we discovered 
that two of our sisters would not 
speak to each other and had not 
for a long time. We began pray- 
ing with and for them, and some 
of the women tried to lead them 
together and make them speak, 
but I told them not to, to let God 
bring it about, that if they only 
spoke because we insisted that 
it would still not be healed, that 
it had to be worked in the heart 
first. Our most promising 
brother, and one whom I felt 
God wanted to use in the minis- 
try, left and joined the army as 
he had no way to make a living. 
He writes back that he is still 
following the Lord, but, ‘dear, 
ones, do pray for him. God can 
set him loose yet and set him 
right and in his place. If we 


had not left last winter I don’t 


believe that he would have left 
either, so you can see how we 
have to WATCH. The pastor, 
with his wife and daughter had 
left, one sister’s husband got in- 
to awful debt and ran away, 
taking his wife and family with 
him, a brother and his son had 
backslid and did not attend 
church, and there was trouble 
between two of our boys. 

Well, prayer changes things. 
We began first having daily 
prayer services and the first ser- 
vice the two sisters got right and 
there was great rejoicing among 
every one over this. Later the 
two. brothers got all right, and 
after visiting the father and son 
they came out to church and 
God helped the son (as it was 
he who was out with one of the 
other young brothers). We will 
bear with the father a little 
longer and see how he comes 
out as he seems to desire this 
way. I have great sympathy 


for the dear Chinese as_ they} 


have so much more to battle 
against than we have. For in- 
stance the son, his mother got a 
wife for him and he was only 
fourteen years old and his wife 
seventeen and they had never 
met until the marriage was per- 
formed. That was the begin- 
ning of trouble in that home, (as 
you know this is the custom 


over here). Well, I believe some 
‘of us who are much further 
‘along than they in the Christian 
Nife and experience would get in 
itrouble there, too. 


- Back to our good meeting— 
there was much confession of 
‘sin among those seeking the 
‘Lord and several were under the 
power. The Christians were 
brought closer to the Lord and 
greatly strengthened and built 
up. I would love to tell you 
about each new convert and 
some of their experience but my 
letter is already so long, but 
must tell a little. One man, a 
lieutenant in the army formerly, 
and his wife got blessedly saved 
and brought their favorite false 
god to the mission to be dis- 
troyed. Itis on paper and is 
considered an expensive one as 
they had paid three dollars to 
have it repaired. We are mail- 
ing it to HEADQUARTERS. The 
brother said he had enough of 
killing people and that Jesus ap- 
peared to him. That was the 
answer to some of your prayers, 
no doubt. Itis precious what 
God has done for him and his 
dear wife, but do please pray 
earnestly for them as they have 
so many worldly friends. 


Dear Brother and Sister Tien 
have been so blessedly saved 
and are just bubbling over with 
the blessing of the Lord. They 
tell everybody about it where- 
ever they go, their testimonies 
are wonderful. God has saved 
them from so much. One old 
sister who had something like 
rheumatism in her face was 
healed and saved and is so hap- 
py. Another sister came for 
prayer for eyes and God has done 
great things for them and in her 
soul, too. God did great things 
for one young man and He con- 
fessed his sins and the power 
was mightily upon him but his 
people would not allow him to be 
baptized along with the other 
fourteen. A young girl believed 
in the Lord and said her mother 
wanted her to stay home and 
work and get her a husband but 
she did not want that, praise the 
Lord. I must hasten on, you 
will meet them at the Marriage 
Supper, by the grace of God and 
they can tell you about it more 
fully. The saddest part of it all 
was we had no Church of God 
preacher to baptize these preci- 
ous souls. We wrote to Brother 
Wieneke, a German Missionary, 
who believes in the Church and 
with whom we have had blessed 
fellowship for years, and he 
sladly came up and _ preached 
several times for us and he and 
Brother Ma did the baptizing. 
It was a blessed service and 
went off so beautifully. There 
was a tremendous crowd of 
heathens present to whom 
Sister Ma preached after the 
service. That day was so full 
that we did not receive them in- 
to the church until the next 





Sunday night, at which time we 
had the Lord’s supper and 
washed the saints’ feet. 


We had a wonderful time and 
God was truly with us. As we 
took the sacrament, there was 
not a dry eye among us, and 
then afterwards, when we 
washed the saints’ feet there 
was not one who was not happy 
fand rejoicing it seemed. I mean 
among the Christians, (there

Behold, how good and how 
pleasant itis for brethren to 
dwell together in unity! 

It is like the precious oint- 
ment upon the head, that ran 
down upon the beard, even 
Aaron’s beard: that went down 
to the skirts of his garments; 

As the dew of Hermon, and as 
the dew that descended upon the 
mountains of Zion: for there the 
Lord commanded the _ blessing, 


even life for evermore. Psalms 
133. 


Behold unity is a great thing! 
We find in John 17 that Jesus 
prayed to His Father that His 
disciples might be one, even as 
He and His Father are one. 
It is a divine unity that makes 
the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost one. So it takes 
divine unity to make God’s peo- 
ple one. We are taught in the 
Word to be one, but when we 
look out over the Christian 
wowd, we can plainly see that 
we are not one. Then the 
questions come. Why is it, has 
every preacher of the gospel 
preached unity as it is taught in 
the divine Book, or has he 
brought division among God’s 
people? Has he taught them to 
stay in the unity of the Spirit 





until we.come to the unity of 
the faith, as the Word has said? 
No, we are sorry to say, more 
division has been taught than 
unity. 

So now I feel, burning in my 
heart, the necessity of unity and 
I must say that if we are not in 
the unity of the Spirit, we must 
get there. If we can’t fellow- 
ship some of God’s children who 
have been sanctified and filled 
with the Holy Ghost just  be- 
cause they don’t see things just 
as we do, we had bettter go to 
the altar and stay there till we 
get enough of the Spirit of Jesus 
that we can fellowship what God 
has cleansed. You know He 
told Peter, one time, ““What God 
hath cleansed, that call not thou 
common.” Thiseis the point at 
which we fail to recognize some 
of God’s children. There has 
been a Spirit among God’s chil- 
dren, or some of them, that 
made them think that they 
shouldn’t even speak to other 
Brothers and Sisters just be- 
cause they didn’t see alike in 
everything. This is contrary to | 
God’s Word for it says for us to 
“do good unto all men, and es-

Christians). We all enjoyed such 
power and blessing and dear 
Brother Ma along with us did so 
feel and appreciate the strength 
of the prayers of you dear ones 
back at home. He especially is 
anxious for you to continue to 
pray earnestly for us over here. 
I wish I could remember to 
quote his words along this line. 

Saints it was all blessed and 
looks big to us but it may look 
small to you, but I often think 
that fourteen souls over here are 
as hard to get as seventy-five or 
a hundred at home. For in- 
stance at home in America 
when we go to a baptizing we 
all know what to do, even the 
sinners know that they are to 
stand back and give room for 
the service, but here we have to 
keep insisting on the crowd 
standing back further and give 
us room for our people to go 
down and come up from the 
water, and during the time have 
a policeman walk up to us and 
ask why we don’t go somewhere 
else to some secluded spot, etc. 
We have obstacles to overcome 
in everything we go into, but 
God always gives us the victory. 
By the time it is over with the 
heathens are glad we have come 
into their midst and feel this 
doctrine is good after all. We 
have to explain everything so 
carefully to the converts, and in 
lining them up to receive them 
into the church we have to put 
them in line like children as they 
have never seen or heard of the 
like before, whereas at home the 
preacher has only to make an 
announcement or request and 
with a little assistance things go 
off nicely. You can imagine that 
we are tired and worn at the 
close of such days, yet happy 
and rejoicing in the Lord. 
Praise the Lord! 


._ Brother Ma and I adminis- 








tered the Lord’s supper. From 





one viewpoint neither of us have 
the right to do so, therefore, we 
did it together. According to 
the custom of the country it 
made it better for a woman to 
give it to the women and it all 
went off beautifully and the 
Lord witnessed so blessedly to it 
all, nevertheless, that does not 
excuse YOU from sending us out 
some brethren who can give 
their time to such. 

Dear Sister Yingst and I stand 
shoulder to shoulder in the bat- 
tle together and she is a blessed 
spirit and a wonderful help and 
the Chinese love her very dear- 
ly, but being a young woman 
she cannot go out into the 4vork 
alone, therefore, we are both to- 
gether all the time. We want 
Brother Ma to make a trip out 
to Hsuei Pei and Changli as soon 
as he is able afd attend to some 
business there and have some 
meetings. The house at Changli 
must be repaired as soon as we 
are able. At present dear old 
Brother Lee stays there to 
watch the place and receive all 
who may come to enquire about 
the Way of Life as he has had 
such a blessed experience him- 
self. Do pray that he may be 
able to direct others into the 
way and point them to the Lamb 
of God who taketh away the 
sins of the world. 

I must now close. Hoping to 
see other missionaries by the 
first day of September I remain,

The Publishing Committee re- 
ferred to in the circular letter 
advertising the new paper is not 
a publishing committee author- 
ized by the Church of God but a 
new committee gotten up by a new 
faction for the purpose of starting 
somethtig new. Your attention is 
especially called to the latter part of 
the third paragraph on page 50 of 
the minutes of the 17th Annual As- 
sembly which shows that the former 
Publishing Committee was discon- 
tinued by the Church of God and 
their work left to the Executive 
Council and they have given no such 
authority as the letter implies; and 
if they rdly on the old Publishing 
Committee as it existed in 1920 (as 
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they undertake to repudiate 1920 and 
1922), then that committe has given 
no such authority as the letter im- 
plies. To say the least of it, the 
matter is worthy of your considera- 
tion and investigation.

Tsinanfu, Shantung, China. 
July 6, 1923. 


Precious Sister Clara Miller: 

Just a few lines to enclose with 
Sister Ina’s letter which I asked 
her to write you sometime ago. I 
have kept it all this time waiting un 
til I would get time to write a few 
lines to enclose with it. 


We enjoyed your piece in the paper 
sometime ago, and are glad that 
you have mever been able to get 
away from the call the Lord gave you 
to come to China. “We are praying 
that many will get the Macedonian 
call and come on. 


The Word says that the gifts and 
callings of God are without repent- 
ance, therefore, when God calls a 
person to do a certain work I don’t 
believe He ever repents of it and 
changes it. If that person doesn’t 
answer that call and obey Him, he 
will sooner or later get out of the 
harness. 


We are making great plans and 
preparations to receive you this fall, 
so come on without delay. Bring 
Brother and Sister Marlow with you 
without fail. I trust that you have 
already sent forward Brother and 
Sister Edwards as we need them so 
badly. Do not fail to answer this 
at once and tell us all about it. With 
lots of love. We hope to see you 
soon.

Dear Sister Miller—Love and Greet- 
ines in Jesus’ Name from China: 
a onette gave me your. name 
6 and told me about your 
, to China. How wonderful to 
have God call us and show us so 








definitely what His will is concern- 
ing us. 

God melted Sister Rushin and I 
in one spirit, giving me the same 
burden for China that He had given 
her. This was at Wimauma camp 
meeting last June. Praise God! I 
did not know then what all we would 
have to go through together. God 
has brought us so close together 
through these long months. I love 
Sister Rushin as I love no other. 


I am sure you will find the same 
friend and sister in her that I have 
found. I count it a real privilege 
in having her as my teacher and 
mother, for such she has been to me 
these months. We have learned many 
things which will prove invaluable to 
us in future missionary work. We 
have been doing real pioneer work. 
You know that pioneer work doesn’t 
show up so much, yet the success of 
the future depends on that. 

We will have a nice home and a 
special room prepared for you when 
you come. For of course you are 
going to let us know soon just when 
we can expect you. It would be nice 
for a party of missionaries to come 
together. But come as soon as you 
can. If some are not ready the rest 
can come on anyway. More preach- 
ers are coming in all the time, but 
they don’t come to China so fast. 


Tell the children they'll find 
playmates out here. There are so 
many things of interest to 


children in China. There are such 
quaint playthings and it is most in- 
teresting to watch the small Chinese 
children at play. 

I trust you have been getting your 
trunks filled. You know you can 
bring 350 pounds on‘your ticket, if you 
havé your steamship ticket and buy 
straight through to Vancouver. If I 
had only known and had more time 
I should have brought many more 
things. I often think of the things 
I will bring next time. I'll ship boxes 
of frieght besides my 356~- pounds 


of baggage and 


begin getting 
things together soon after arriving 
home. You can’t have too many 
clothes, etc. Remember that we have 
to pay two and three prices in China 
for all foreign goods we buy. I hope 
you will not be hindered by lack of 
funds to get the necessary things 
that you would need. 

Besides your personal clothing 
you will need plenty of good warm 
bedding, a pair of wool blankets, 
comforts and quilt-tops. You can 
get cotton batting over here if you 
can bring material for covering. 
Bring your pillows, cases, towels, 
sheets, tablecovers and anything 
else to make your room look tidy. 
It is best to do as Sister Rushin 
has told all to do who are coming 
to China—to bring all they have and 
all that folks will give them. 

Tampa church had a shower for 
me, helped. me with my quilts and 
sewing and gave me two offerings. 
One they sent on to me after leav- 
ing. I got ready in ten days, crossed 
the continent alone and met Sister 
Rushin in Vancouver four hours be- 
fore the boat left. 

These are the things you will have 
to. attend to. Communicate with 
Headquarters in regard to coming to 
China, if you already have your 
evangelistic papers, if not, have your 
church recommend you without de 
lay. Then write the steamship 
company and arrange your passage. 
Apply for your passport, most likely 
you will find the place in the post- 
office building. It will cost ten dol- 
lars and with your credentials apply 
for clergy rates. With your creden- 
tials, steamship ticket, baggage, full 
free allowance of 350 pounds (if 
you can get it) and clergy books, 
buy your ticket straight through to 
your port of departure and check 
your baggage. 

Then with glory in your soul and 
Saints behind you who will support 
you with their offerings and prayers, 
bid farewell to the homeland and 
turn your face toward the land of 
your calling. Bid farewell, and God 
bless you, to your loved ones. The 
Lord will give grace and glory. I 
did to father, mother, brother and 
sister. Mama shouted midst her tears 
as she told me good-bye atthe sta- 
tion. It was hard but God blessed 
me and comforted their hearts by 
blessing them as never before. 

Now, dear sister, we shall be pals 
I guess; I mean if our lots are cast 
together. We shall love each other I 
know. Praise God for the love and 
unity in the Church of God.

Introduction 


While the subject of foreign mis- 
sions is old with many organizations, 
and they have done much along that 
line, it is comparatively new with us 
and we have just barely begun the 
good work. It is the work of the 
Church of God to. carry the full gospel 
to all the nations of the world, and 
though we have just begun, it is high 
time that we awaken to our duty, and 
consider more diligently, the work in 
far away lands. 


When the subject of foreign mis 
sions is mentioned, there are many 
people who are ready to say that we 
have plenty of heathens here in 
America, and that we should put forth 
all efforts in saving souls here at home. 
I admit that there is plenty to do here, 
but many of our people in America 
are heathens because they want to be. 
There are hundreds of millions in 
foreign countries who have never seen 
a Bible, or heard of a crucified Re 
deemer who gave himself for the sins 
of the world. Could we be satisfied to 
sit down in the midst of a land of 
Bibles, where our children go to Sun- 
day school and hear about the Saviour 


_|continually, and never do any thing 


to get the gospel to those who have 
never heard? No! Let: us not be 
satisfied until every nation on the 
globe has heard the wondrous story. 
We should put forth every available 
effort to get the gospel to them. 


I believe that it will be easy to get 
our people to help push this noble 
work if we can get them to see the 
need of it. For this reason I am giv- 
ing four reasons why we should put 
ferth renewed energy along this line. 


First—How shall they believe in him of 
whom they have not heard? 


Did you know that China had over 
four hundred million people, and that 
practically all of them are idol wor- 
shipers? Did you know that India 
had over three million of population 
and that among these thirty-three mil- 
lion gods were worshiped? Did you 
know that mothers threw their babies 
into the Ganges river, in sacrifice to 
their mythological river god, and that 
thousands gather to bathe in the 
muddy waters believing that it will 
cleanse them? And why do they be 
lieve all of this idolatrous practice? It 
is what they have been taught. They 
have heard these things from their in- 
fancy. Why do they not believe in 
Jesus as the Son of God? They have 
never heard of him, so how can they 
believe in him of whom they have not 
heard. 


Get the picture of a poor Indian 
woman who, feeling a sense of her 
guilt, wants to do something to . re- 
move her burden of sin. After mak- 
ing inquiry she is sent to the Ganges 
river to sacrifice her infant child. She 
loves her child just as you or I love 
our children, but she does not want to 
displease the river god. So she goes 
to the place where she is to throw her 
precious babe to the crocodiles. She 
views the dark waters as they rush 
madly by,.then looks into the eyes of 
her precious darling. Pressing it 
tightly to ber breast she places a fare- 
well kiss upon its lips and prepares to 
throw it into the river. “What are 
you going to do lady?” asked a voice 
in her native tongue. “I am going to 
sacrifice my baby to appease the 
wrath of the river god,” she replies. 
“No need of that,” says the mission- 
ary; “I will tell you the story of one 
who gave himself'a sacrifice for all 
who will accept him.” The story is 
told and the woman accepts the 
Christ as her Saviour. She had never 
heard it before. 


This is only a picture, but it shows 
how the poor benighted heathens 
would accept Christ if they could only 
hear. 


An Indian magician had _ started 
across the waters to the United States 
and was shipwrecked. While the ship 
was going down he got his little bronze 
god out of his pocket and began to 
pray to it for deliverance. He finally 
saw that he and his god would both be 
lost if he did not do something quick, 
so he tied his god to a handkerchief 
and then around his neck. By being a 
good swimmer he saved his god. When 
he came to America it was no trouble 
to get him to see the need of a God 


a 


who could save him. The Indians are 
now in a condition to hear. Is there 
not some way that they can hear this 
wonderful story of a orucified and 
risen Lord. 


Second—How can they hear without a 
preacher? Romans 10:14 


God’s plan for man to believe is to 
hear the message. Faith comes by 
hearing, and hearing by the word of 
God. Rom. 10:17. The gospel must 
be preached before it can be heard. 
There are many souls who are lost in 
sin and darkness, because they have 
never heard the message of full sal- 
vation. We find in Mark 3.14 that 
Jesus ordained twelve—that he might 
send them forth to preach. Many of 
these ‘were missionaries to lands in 
darkness. They were commissioned to 
preach the gospel to every creature 
and not just to the people of their own 
country. The commission in Matthew 
was to teach all nations, which reach- 
es every country on the globe. 


If we are to convert the heathen to 
Christianity, it will be through the 
preaching of the word, for there is no 
way for them to hear without a 
preacher. It is impossible for them to 
do, without knowing what to do, and 
the preacher is God’s man or woman 
to explain the way of Salvation. 


The apostle Paul was a great mis- 
sionary. The cities where he preached, 
such as Ephesus and Athens were 
wholly given over to idolatry. This 
did not stop him, but rather inspired 
his zeal to preach Jesus to them. The 
result was that there was a_ strong 
Church of God at Ephesus and probab- 
ly at Athens also. I am sure that we 
could establish many Churches of God 
in every heathen country if we only 
had the preachers there. Is there one 
that will say I am willing to go? Yes, 
I fancy I can hear many say, “I will 
go, send me.” But that is the trouble. 


Third—How can they preach except 
they be sent. 


It is very important that a man re- 
ceive a call from God to preach the 
gospel. And of course he is sent if he 
will hear the command, “Go ye.” But 
it is necessary that they be sent by the 
church also. God has used human in- 
strumentality all along in sending out 
bis ministers. We find in Acts 13:3 
how the Apostles sent Paul and Bar- 
nabas as missionaries. It is expected 
that the church send them forth as 
missionaries today the same as in the 
days of the apostles. I do not believe: 
that it would be much trouble to get 
some to go to foreign fields, but how 
can the church send them without the 
means to care for them. Many will 
ery out, “Let them trust the Lord.’” 
To them we would answer in the words 
of Paul, “Who goeth a warfare any 
time at his own charge.” 1 Cor. 
9:7. We all know that after a man 
enlists in the United States Army he 
is supported by the government of the 
United States. He does not have to 
worry about his clothes, shoes or food 
because they are furnished by the 
government. He does not have to en- 
tangle himself with the affairs of this 
life. He is in a position to give per- 
fect satisfaction to those who have 
chosen him to be a soldier. We need 
a large amount of money in the foreign 
missionary treasury so, that the 
Church of God, (the government) can 
send out soldiers to foreign lands and: 
support them after they get there. 

I will now call your attention to the 
last part of the 15th. verse of Rom. 10. 


Fourth—“How beautiful are the feet of 
\ them that preach the Gospel of peace. 


There is no greater position in life 
than that of preaching the gospel. The 
more sacrificing position that a person 
has in the ministry, the greater the re~ 
ward will be. Oh! how beautiful are 
the feet of those who are shod with 
the preparation of the gospel of peace. 
In Psa. 104:4 they are called angels, 
or messengers. There is no more 
beautiful position than that of a min- 
ister of the Gospel. 


, Those who contribute to the work 
of foreign missions will surely share 
in the great blessings of the ministry 
for they are helping to send those 
whom God has called. Let us do what 
we can to send this gospel to every 
nation under the sun and help main-

Go 


The first word in the trio is very 
important, as Jesus said in one of 
His last commandments, “Go ye into 
aif the world and preach the gospel 
to every creature.”

There are many men and women 
whom God can use more effectually 
at home than He can on the field, 
and it is our high privilege and duty 
to help others to go by giving our 
means. It is glorious to give in the 
home land in such a way that you 
feel that you are an equal partner 
with the soldiers who go to the front. 

As a business man, you miay ask 
God to bless your undertakings and 
increase your means that you may 
be able to send forth laborers into 
His vineyard and supply missionaries 
on the field. 

Do we ever stop to think that all 
we have belongs to God but He has 
only loaned it to us for a while? 

Do we realize that if God was not 
a merciful God and a compassionate 
Father, He would pluck ‘the very 
last penny from our hands, when 
we fail to answer the call for means 
to carry on His work? It is a great 
thing to learn the joy and privilege 
of giving. 

There are so many kinds of giving. 
There is the wretched way of: giving 
to get something in return, or of giv- 
ing!’ because you are expected to 
give, or still worse, of giving as an 
advertisement that others may know 
how much you have given: 

True giving is for Christ's sake, 
and because you love to give. Such 
giving will be sacrificial. It will be a 
delight to give up something for the 
sake of helping some one, or saving 
some perishing soul. It will teach us 
economy in reducing our own expen- 
ses and doing without many things 
that we may help the cause of Christ. 

We believe God wants some princely 
giving in these last days. One gen- 
erous millionaire has given $60,000, 
000 for libraries and. educational in- 
stitutions in the last few years. How 
glorious if God should give the light 
‘and love to some men or women of 

] wealth, so that they might take 
& provinee, a nation, or a tribe as 





their special trust; a section in the 








en of the Lord and make _— it 
their ambition and delight to qulti- 
vate it and prepare it for the Mas- 
ter’s coming. 


We hear some who are not rich 
in this world’s goods say, “Oh how 
I would love to help the cause of 
missions, but I can give so little.” 
Let us bear in mind the widow's 
mite, how Christ said, ‘She gave 
more than they all, because she cast 
in all that she had. Hers was really 
a sacrifice. Only a penny given cheer- 
fully is worth more in God’s sight 
than a great sum given grudgingly. 
One penny will buy several religious 
tracts, and one little tract has been 
known to save many souls. We do 
not know what our pennies thrown 
into the mission box with a prayer 
will accomplish. Then let us do our 
very best and with God’s blessings 
added, Christ's kimgdom will soon 
come; His will be done on earth as 
it is in heaven. 


Another kind of giving is when the 
call comes to go to the foreign fields 
and when we must give up father, 
mother, brothers, sisters and friends, 
realizing it may be for life. This 
is the kind of giving that counts. 
Christ says, unless we forsake all 
and follow Him we cannot be His 
disciple. 

Another side to this question of 
giving is that of the father and 
mother who must sacrifice their son 
or daughter for the foreign field. 

Perhaps in many cases every ef- 
fort has been put forth to give them 
the best training the great schools 
of our country afford, that they may 
win for themselves a social position 
in the world. When the call comes, 
the heart of the father and mother 
is broken. The reason why it 
crushes them is because they have 
never learned to pray the Lord’s 
prayer from; the heart, “Thy will be 
done.” 


I once heard of a missionary work- 
er in the home land who spent all 
of her time in holding up this last 
command, “Go ye.” And one day as 
she was addressing a large audience 
of young people begging them to obey 
this command, she asked for volun- 
teers for the mission field. A young 
woman arose and walked down the 
isle to offer herself as a_ sacrifice. 
When she recognized her own daugh- 
ter she sank back in her chair 
and cried, Oh God is it my daughter? 


She wanted God’s work carried on|' 


but it was too much when she found 
it must be her child. She _ too 
had forgotten that many _ times 
she had repeated the Lord’s 
prayer carlessly and had never known 
its meaning. “Thy will be done.” 


Pray 


Pray is the next and last word in 
the trio and this is the most im 
portant, as prayer will bring about 
the other two, “Go” and “Give.” An- 
other of the Lord’s urgent commands 
is, “Pray ye the Lord of the harvest 
that he may send forth laborers 





into His vineyard.” This does not 
Mean a mere formal general prayer 
which is forgotten as soon as uttered, 
but it demands earnest, intelligent, 
definite and believing intercession, 
with as deep an.interest as we feel 
when we pray for our own loved 
Ones or our Own personal needs. 


In order then to pray for missions 
we need to study the fields, we must 
keep acquainted with the workers 
and we should pray for them in de- 
tail and by name and as we pray, 
God will stir our hearts until it be 
comes intensly interesting to us 
and will soon show us results and 
alswer to our prayers that will in- 
spire us to ask for larger’ things. 
As we pray we shall find ourselves 
growing dissatisfied with the little 
that has been accomplished, and dis- 
tressed by the world’s great needs, 
and our prayers shall rise to the 
proportion of the Master’s great com- 
mand. 


I fcar too often our prayers are 
Only forms prayed ih a careless way. 
If we would pray and believe our 
prayers would be answered, we would 
soon see great results. Jesus said, 
“If ye ask any thing in my name 1 
will do it.” God wants us to believe 
Him implicitly. If Christians today 
would pray in faith, nothing waver- 
ing, a great revival of religion would 
sweep this land and we would see 
thousands of our young people con- 
verted, sanctified and baptized with 
the Holy Ghost and called and sent 
into the foreign field, and Jesus would 
soon come back for His Bride. We 
are delaying and hindering His com- 
ing by our carelessness and unbelief. 
Let us go down before the Lord 
and seek Him until the things of this 
old world are so completely driven 
Out and our hearts «so filled with 
love and compassion for lost souls 
that nothing else can have place 
there. 


Let us get back to the old paths 
of humility, where God can give us a 
broken and contrite spirit so we 
Can weep and pray souls into’ the 
kingdom. This is what it will take 


to give us a missionary spirit. And 
make us “Go, Give and Pray.” 
“Hark! ‘tis the shepherds voice I 


hear,

How we love you every one and pray 
for you often as we know you pray for 
us, an’ I am sure that we often ineet 
by way of the Throne. Praise God for 
the privilege of prayer. It is so true 
that PRAYER CHANGES THINGS, re- 
gardless of what the THINGS are. 


Well, it is so very hot over here now 
and the heat is most oppressive, really, 
it takes us down so we can hardly 
write or be out in it very much, but, 
praise God, it will be only a few days 
before this subsides. The nights are 
cooler already for which we are thank- 
ful. We are glad to report that we 
are all well and getting along nicely. 
Praise God for His keeping power. 


Dear Brother and: Sister Ma are bet- 
ter at times, then again not so well, but 
we are believing for the perfect touch 
for their bodies. This hot weather 
has been very trying for them and they 
have been kept so busy too. We are 
still hoping and praying that some 
new missionaries will arrive out here 
in September or October and help us 
carry things along so that it will not 
be so hard for any one. 


We are delighted to report victory. 
There is a great interest among the 
heathens in Tsinan and a number of 
new conversions, also, some very 
blessed healings. The girl’s school 
is enjoying great blessings and the 
favor of the Lord, and we are believing 
that these little ones will be used to 
help spread the Holy Fire, as many 
times they take the Light into their 
darkened homes for the first time. We 
do praise God for every one of the 
precious Chinese Brothers and Sisters, 
He has given us, and we do love them 
so, and they seem to love us so dearly. 
Dear ones, if you who have been called 
to China could have a dream or vision 
of things just as they are over here 
you would not stay in America any 
longer. 


I remember before we came to 
China a Baptist Missionary wrote me 
and said not to come to China as long 
as we could stay in America. The 
meaning of her words were, that the 
call and burden should be so great 
that we could not remain in America 
any longer. Well, I did not have that. 
I would have been glad to have re- 
mained longer in America, neverthe- 
less, I knew I had been called to 
foreign lands and China seemed clear- 
er than any other and I was being 
thrust out as it were. I felt very bad 
as I did not have that great joy about 
it as I thought I ought to have and 
there were so many things I wanted to 
to do before leaving the homeland. But 
as I hare told you before, it did not 
take long to get the burden after I got 
here. Praise God for the joy in obeying 
Him. I found the country far more in- 
teresting than I had thought as I had 
not given that much thought, and the 
missionaries we were to live with had 
things far more nice and comfortable 
than we had ever dreamed it possible 
to have so far away from home. Every- 
thing was so nice and homelike. 


Dear ones, you who are called to 
China, why do you not come on? What 
are you waiting for? Some of you 
might answer that you did not have 





the money. Well, God’s promises are'to 


supply your every need and if you will _ 
get up and start you will find it so. As 
long as you wait, He sees you don’t 
need any railroad fare. I am sure that 
His Church is stirred and the saints 
are moved upon to spread this precious 
gospel, and if you get up and set about 
to do what God has called you to do 
you'll find there will be means. Your 
pulling back will cause a clog in the 
missionary work in the Church of God. 
We have prayed so long and earnestly 
for Church of God missionaries to 
come out here, but still they remain at 
home. I know God hears and answers 
prayer and I am not discouraged and 
will continue to ask Him to send those 
of His own choosing, but I believe 
somebody has backslidden over this 
matter. God says that His spirit will 
not always strive with man. We have 
considered that referred to.the sinners, 
nevertheless, He says that the gifts 
and callings of God are without re- 
pentance. Therefore, if God has called 
YOU, you had better answer the call or 
you will eventually backslide and be 
turned out of the Church and ng tell- 
ing what the end will be. I heard of a 
man once who said that if be did not 
intend to yield to God he had rather 
have anything else on his. tracks. 
(hound dogs or anything) than the 
prayers of God’s children, So dear ones, 
we are praying and believing and you 
need not be surprised what the Lord 
will do. O, He is working and the time 
is so short until there is no time 
for dilly dallying. What we do 
we must do quickly.

The “Assembly of God” people claim 
three hundred or more missionaries, 
yet we out number their number in 
America.There are times when I am 
almost ashamed to tell people that we 
are more than twenty thousand strong 
in America for they will immediately 
exclaim that it is strange that we have 
so few missionaries, and tell what 
other missions are accomplishing that 
are much smaller.- Well, I can under 
stand that if ‘they can’t, and I know 
that we have first been strengthening 
our stakes at home, but as I said when 
I was home, we just can’t wait any long- 
er. The time has come when God has 
told us to launch out and -ve have got 
to dc it. If God has called rou to come 
you need not think you can answer that 
call by just contributing of your means 
on Foreign Missionary Day. That is 
something that ALL are to do. ALL 
are to give and pray and some are to 
come and there is no excuse ¢nd no 
way around it. i

Dear Brothers and Sisters, Fellow 

Workers and Partakers of His 

Grace and Glory in the Great 

Church of God—Greetings in the 

Name of Jesus Christ, Our Savior 

and Head: 

“The Lord hath made bare his 
holy arm in the eyes of: all the 
nations and all the ends of the earth 
shall see the salvation of our God.” 
Isaiah 52:10. : 

Praise God forever! Surely God 
hath manifested Himself in our pres- 
ence. He hath gone before us and 
made the crooked places straight, He 
hath broken in pieces the gates of 
brass, and cut in sunder the bars of 
iron. 


“That they may know from the ris- 
ing of the sun, and from the west, that 
there is none besides me. I am the 
Lord, and there is none else.” Isaiah 
45:6. 

As soon as we could get our big 
guns up we ‘began firing on the en- 
emy, who had to retreat. We began 
with tarrying meetings. The believ- 
ers were instructed more fully in 
the way of holiness. They were 
urged to confess their sins and make 
right their wrongs. Their response 
was blessed indeed, and God honored 


every one. He manifested His pres- 
ence in mighty ways.

At the clear little stream of water 
where they were baptized, we had 
a blessed service. I shall long re- 


member one brother, who had just 
consented to give up his false god 
and follow his wife into the way, 


how he bounded down the bank of 
the stream into the water to be 
baptized, with the joy of really un- 
derstanding what he was doing. They 
always came up smiling. Then when 
all was over Sister Ma, the pastor’s 
wife, preached to the many heathen 
who were gathered around to witness 
the scene. The day was already too 
full, but the meetings went right on 


and the next Sunday night we re- 
ceived them into the Church and 
observed the Lord’s supper and 


washed the saints’ feet. 

Now all of the services were ab- 
solutely new to most of them. It 
was beautiful the way the services 
were conducted, while they had to 
be told and watched over like chil- 
dren they all responded  blessedly, 
with nothing to mar the beauty of 
them. 

Oh what a blessedness settled: over 
us the day the Lord added these 
dear Chinese brothers and sisters to 
the great Church of God, the pillar 
and ground of the truth. It was 
wonderful to see their shining faces 
‘and hear their bright testimonies 
though I could understand but little. 
Oh, such joy filled my soul as we 
gave them the right hand of fellow- 
ship, just like we do at home. When 
the rejoicing was stopped Sister 
Rushin and Brother Ma explained to 
them about the sacrament, the bread 
and the wine, reading the Scriptures. 
Then we all knelt, the brothers on 
one side, and the sisters on the oth- 
er. Brother Ma gave to the brothers 
and Sister Rushin to the sisters. Oh 
the quietness before the Lord, the 
solemn sacredness of His presence— 
then the weeping. Who would doubt 
but they got a glimpse of the mean- 
ing of his sacred ordinance? And they 
got the spirit, t6o—worshipping in 
Spirit and in truth. Praise God! 

Then they explained about the or- 
dinance of feet washing ard we sis- 
ters went to another room where we 
washed one another’s feet. Two sis- 
ters. whoni we found upon coming 
back to Tsinanfu were not friendly 
had made right and washed each 
others’ feet. I washed a dear old 
grandmother’s feet, and how it hurt 
me as I tenderly washed those poor 
broken ill-shaped feet withthe little 
toes allturned underneath the foot— 
grown that way and could not be 
straightened. It is. good to see our 
little girls who have unbound their 
feet and are letting them grow nor- 
mal no matter the pain it cost them. 
The women ‘have unbound their feet, 
too, but they cannot be straightened. 
We could hear the brothers rejoicing 
and shouting in the prayer roomanhd 
we soon joined them for the final 
jubilee and benediction. 








The next week we opened a girls’ 
school in the mission compound. We 


fixed up two rooms ‘which had been 
store rooms, or rather one was Sis- 
ter Rushin’s room. She shut herself 
out and said no she wasn’t going to 
store her things in that place any 
more. She had hoped and _ prayed 
for that girls’ schook too _ long. 
Praise God she has the faith that 
will win. 

On the outside df the mission wall 
we scrubbed off the devil’s advertise- 
ments and painted it white with 
large characters in black and red. 
The names of the Deity were painted 
in red. They tell of what God can do 
for them no matter what the trouble 
may be and invites them to come 
and we shall pray for/them. And at 


both ends, “This ‘church is_ the 
Church of God.” 

Before this week was over we 
cpened another mission in another 
part of the city, in a thickly settled 
Chinese community. You see we 


must do all we can,'to gather in those 
souls you prayed through last Foreign 
Missionary Day. But this mission 
won’t reach many of them, though 
it is larger and better than the oth- 
er. We just have to have more help. 
Now this is what GOD hath 
DONE—the big things, to say 
nothing of the numerous daily bless- 
ings, caring for us in times of great- 


est need and everything else _ for 
which we: can never praise Him 
enough. 


While God has been working, the 
enemy has been too. We have paid 
no attention to assaults on the out- 
side, but he has been attacking our 
bodies. It seems the children suffer 
the most of all. Deborah, our little 
prophetess, especially. She has been 
sick and suffered so much. She was 
just getting better with a boil on 
her cheek when one came on her 
leg. This one is not yet to the place 
where she will suffer most with it. 


Many, we believe are praying for 
Joel’s eyes, which have been sore 
for a year. He is not delivered, 
though we praise God for he seems 
to be better. I myself have had the 
Same kind of sore eyes for four 
weeks. I believe’ that in a 


few days they will be ali clear. They 
do not pain me any more. Praise 
Him! 

One of the hardest blows we have 
received so far as the work is con- 
cerned, was Brother Ma telling us 
he had been spitting blood for sev- 
eral days and that both he and. his 
wife are afflicted with the tubercu- 
losis cough. How we prayed and 
agonized for them that night, and 
Ged met with us. But,: saints, it 
seéms the enemy is too strong for 
us. You must all pray with us for 
them. Dear ones, ‘you must not 
neglect to pray for us. 
the demons of hell are after us 
ready to afflict in body, soul or spirit. 

Dear ones, don’t fold your hands 
because our reports are bright. We 
are working harder than ever and 
you must stay behind us. We have 
been very busy the past few months, 
and I have not written as much for 
the Evangel, but 1 write a letter to 
my home church every month. 

Again I praise God for what* He 
has done for us in this dark land of 
China. I praise Him because He saw 
fit to permit me to be a partaker in 
His blessings over here. This is the 
most blessed way. I have never been 
ashamed of the Church ‘of God and 
love her more dearly every day.

Another Year of World- 
Wide Service By the 
American Bible 
Society 


The American Bible Society  re- 
ports the distribution of 4,667,839 
volumes of Scriptures during the past 
year. Its work has been conducted 
in practically every country of the 
world and more than 2373 persons 
have been engaged during the year 
in this task: In the 107 years of its 
history this Society has circulated 
151,258,360 volumes. 

One of the outstanding features of 
this year has be2n the completion of 
the new  Hispano-American New 
Testament which will be ready for 
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circulation among the 90,000,0uv wv 
people that speak the Spanish lan- 
guage in all parts of , the world. 
Translation work has been carried 
on during the year in the following 
languages: Yiddish, Quechua, Portwy 
gese, Kurmanji-Kurdish, Siamese, 
Lao, Union Wenli, Chinese Phonetic 
Script, Japanese, Olunyore, K’pelle 
and Zulu. ? 

In the United States alone the 
Scriptures have been circulated in 
as many as 100 languages and dialects 
among the immigrants of many 
nationalities. Scriptures have been 
furnished to the American Merchant 
Marine Library Association, and 
vessels on the Great Lakes. It is 
the desire of the Society to see that 
po American ship will be lacking 
a copy of the Christian Scriptures. 

In the Republic of Mexico, un- 
precedented interest and enthusiasm 
for the Bible has been developed 
thru a united “Know the Bible” 
campaign. Without doubt the de- 
mand for the Bible in Mexico — will 
increase with the growing improve- 
ment in international relations. 

In the Near East where : the So 
ciety had planned for extensive ad- 
vance, its hopes have been shattered. 
With the burning of Smyrna, its 
colporteurs were forced to flee with 
only the clothing they were wearing. 
The stock of Scriptures were burned, 
and the Jast of the fields in Asia 
Minor was closed to the Society’s 


workers. The scattering of the 
Christian peoples of Turkey has ad- 
ded to the calamity. The Society 


has undertaken to supply copies ‘of 
the Scriptures free to all the desti- 
wute refugees in: this region. 

In the Far East there has been 
notable interest in the circulation of 
the Bible. The Secretary for Japan 
speaks of “a lively time atthe Bible 
House.” He _ states: “While other 
dealers around us have complained 
of decreasing business, we have had 
the pleasure of experiencing con- 
tinued increase of sales.” During the 
year the smallest complete Bible ev- 
er issued in Japanese, measuring 
3x4x1 inches, having 1,654 pages, aa- 
though only on sale since the first 
of April, 1922, reached a total dis- 
ribution of 4,150 copies by the end 
of the year. 

The total receipts for the Society 
from all sources for the ‘year was 
$1,142,729, of which only $488,838 
was received from the sale of books. 
The Society’s work is conducted as 
a missionary program.
